President Roosevelt, on the iioor of 
the liouse to day, Stanley (Ky.) com- 
pared him with Alexander Hamiltou, 
who he designated as "An obscure ad- 
venturer," and both of whom lie said 
had profound contempt for the cou- 
stitution and displayed 
everlasting 
impatienece with its restraints. 
The 
president was a man 
who 
relished 
glamor, and who became intoxicated 
by applause. 
On the other hand, he 
said, Bryan had the respect of tlie 
country as 
a statesman 
and 
was 
trusted as a man. 


Apparently ignoring Stani^ey'.s re- 
marks, Coclfs representing the Ijresi- 
dent's district, defended the i)re.sident 
against the recent attack of Willett, 
who, while representing another dis- 
trict, is a coustitutent of his 
col- 
league. 


Willett, replying, declared hia com- 
plete ability to defend all that 
he 
said. 
Ail remarks were made dur- 
ing the general debate on the ag:ri- 
cultural appropriation bill,

Amendments reported by the 
committee were all adopted without 
opposition, and then one senator af- 
ter another oiTered additional amend-

first slk' ifhonths emergency currency 
is out interest shall be paid at ¿he 
rate of one-half of one per cent per 
month and after six months % of 
one per cent per month.

Nashville, Tenn., March 25.—The 
Repblleans of Tennessee assembled 
here this morning for the state con- 
vention. 
To night black eyes, skin- 
ned heads and bruised faces testify 
to a riot that marked the gathering 
in the hall of the house of représent- 
atives at the capital. 
In the list of 
casualties Chairman Sanders of the 
stàte executive 
committee, flgures 
promihently. 
His experience in the 
liall was one never to be forgotten 
by him and to witnesses of the turbu- 
lent scene it seemed almost incred- 
itable he suffered no real physical 
harm. 
As it was he presented a 
sorry picture when he emerged from 
the battle which occurred between 
the faction, one supporting the in- 
terest of Congressman Brownlow, the 
other those of former Commissioner 
of Pensions Evans. 
The Bl'ownlow 
forces wanted W. J. Oliver of Knox- 
jv'yiie, for national connmitteeman ; 
the Evans men favored the candi- 
dacy of N. W. Hale for that position, 
lîy sheer force of number and fight- 
ing powers, the 
Hrownlow-Oliver- 
Austin crowd took and held the hall, 
nominaieu a ticket anil aaopieU a 
motion that delegates to the national 
convention go in.structed. The Evans- 
Halp forces held no convention, but 
will meet to morrow and name a 
ticket. 


The Brownlow-OIiver forces took 
•posfiep.slou lof ^.he convention hall 
shortly after tì o'clock this morning. 
Guards placed there by the state com- 
liittee were rejected. 
They held 
tlie field and wl^en the t^me came 
went ahead with organization of the 
convention. ^ Hardly had Chairman 
Oavis rapped for order, however, 
before 
the - Evans-Sandors-Hale 
charge was on. With a regular foot- 
ball tactic they started for the ros- 
trum. Before the Oliver scjuad could 
pull itself together, 
Sanders 
had 
reached the platform and was pio- 
ceeding to call the convention to or- 
der again. 
But he did not get far 
before the Oliver forces came to, 
then backward and 
forward 
the 
struggling mass surged. The Sanders 
guards could not stem the tide, and 
hie nvas (literally torn from theif 
grasp, his clothes torn almost all off 
and was bodily lifted from his feet 
p<nd »carried out 'on (the veranda.. 
While all this was going on fights 
innumerable were in progress and the 
hall was bedlam. Ten came the po- 
lice and something resembling order 
was restored. 


In the course of the riot R. T, 
Cameron of Chattanooga, a Brown- 
low man, it is said, broke four fold- 
ing chairs over the head of a negro 
delegate who had given hini some 
"back talk." 
With the police look- 
ing on, the Oliver-Brownlow 
men 
went into convention, 
the 
Evans 
crowd offering no further interfer- 
ence than yells and jeers 
at the 
speakers.
